3 of the 4 holes encountered encouraging permeable volcanic 
lithologies affected by high-sulfidation type alteration with several 
events of strong sulfide disseminations, similar to observations at 
the neighbouring Pueblo Viejo Mine. 


The favourable high sulphidation type alteration encountered in 
these holes warrants follow up geophysics and diamond drilling and 
supports the zone’s potential to host gold mineralization. 


Barrick plans to conduct a detailed ground magnetic survey and a 


follow up drilling program within the Zone as part of a planned 
follow up drilling program at Pueblo Grande Norte.

NEW GOLD ANOMALIES IDENTIFIED: 


Several new early-stage gold-in-soil anomalies located on west 
and central parts of Pueblo Grande Sur; these gold anomalies are 
often coincident with important silver, arsenic, antimony and 
thallium pathfinders. 


Largest soil anomaly measures 2.8km x 1.0km (as defined by 
90th percentile values >13 ppb gold) and is open to the west, 
trending in the vicinity of Barrick’s Zambrana exploration target, 
which is located southeast of the Pueblo Viejo Mine Area.
